Gandhi, Free, Prefers Prison 


In Beginning “Death Fast’ 


| POONA, India, Sept. 20.—(4#)—The 
| Mahatma M. K. Gandhi partook of an 


unusually large meal of fruit, bread 
and milk just before noon today and 
then, laughing and joking. started the 
hunger strike which he declared will 
last until he dies or until the In- 


dian electoral system is revised in ac- 
cordance with his principles. 

As he started his death fast. the 
mahatma was technically a free man, 
for the government announced that 
his prison term, imposed = several 
months ago because of his natijonal- 
ist activities, was over. But he elect- 
oa remain in his cell in Yeroda 
jail. :

His fast is in protest against the 
electoral system drawn up by the Brit- 
ish cabinet which, he contends, would 
continue the great gulf which sepa- 
rates the untouchables from the oth- 
er communities in Indian life. 

The crowd of friends and _ well- 
wishers who called at the.jail_ when 
the embargo was lifted apparently 
proved too much for the 63-year-old 
mahatma. He became ill. 

His indisposition was attributed to 
excitement, and on the advice of his 
physician he turned away many calli- 
ers. But first he received representa- 
tives of the press, whom he had not 
met in nine months. 

To the correspondents, who found 
the mahatma to be the usual curious 
mixture of naive jocularity and spir- 
itual seriousness, he explained the 
background of his decision to fast un- 
til he dies. 

“My life I count as of no conse- 
quence,” he said. “A hundred such 
lives given for this noble cause would 
In my opinion be poor penance done 
by Hindus for the atrocious wrong 
heaped on the helpless men and wom- 
en of their own faith.”

| Improvement in the industrial em-< 
ployment situation in Georgia during 


August, with textile and iron mills in- 
creasing their forces, was noted Tues- 
day in the report of the United States 
employment service, a part of the de- 
partment of labor. 

A large number of the unemployed 
were absorbed in ‘ederal, state and 
county building projects, the report 
stated, and federal-aid and state high- 
way contracts, totalling more than 
$2,147,950, were awarded. The total 
value of building permits throughout 
the state exceeded the previous 
month. 

Operations were stepped up in some 
of the textile, cotton, roofing mate- 
rial, overall, canning, building supply 
and iron establishments. Howeyer, a 
marked decrease appeared in the op- 
eration of the sugar refining industry. 

For Atlanta a slight improvement 
was noted in the industrial employ- 
ment situation. Several textile mills 


Preopened with day.~nd night shifts, 
and a roofing establishment reported 
a decided improvement during the 
month. Additional mechanics were 
employed on the new postoffice. Build- 
ing permits totalled $575,120. 

An overall] establishment in Athens 

reopened on a full-time basis.

Financial Situation

Fulton county faces another finan- 
cial crisis and unless salaries of em- 
ployes are again slashed the county 
will not be able to operate within its 
present income, it was revealed at a 
special meeting of the county board 
of commissioners Tuesday. Another 
special session for the consideration 
of finances and the fixing of the new 
tax rat: was set for Thursday. 


George F.. Longino Jr., chairman 
of the finance committee, asserted at 
the meeting Tuesday morning that 
further salary ‘reductions are abso- 
lutely necessary. At the same time 
the board rescinded its action post- 
poning until the last quarter of the 
year collections for the 15-day pay- 
less vacations imposed on all em- 
ployes. This means that the amounts 
for the 15-day vacations will be taken 
from pay envelopes starting immedi- 
ately and that deductions will come 
the last half of this month, in October 
and in November at the rate of five 
days pay each month. 

The board further instructed the 
tax collector to levy immediately on 
property representing from $300,000 
to $400,000 in unpaid taxes for 1231 
and approximately $100,000 for 1930.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(UP) 
President Hoover today made a dra- 
matie appeal to Germany through the 
American press to support the world’s 
effort toward disarmament. At the 
same time, he indicated the United 
States had no interest in upholding the 
Versailles treaty, guarantor of the 
status quo in Europe. 

The president’s appeal, an unusual 


gesture in diplomacy, was expected 
to have an important effect on the 
present German-allied dispute over the 
reich’s right to armament equality, 
which is threatening to disrupt the 
Geneva disarmament conference. — 
Mr. Hoover is understood to be 
popular in Germany because he came 
to its aid with his moratorium pro- 
posal in that nation’s dark hour. 
Competent observers here believed 
that Mr. Hoover’s appeal would give 
the Von Papen government a good ex- 
cuse for re-entering the conference. It 
had planned to be absent from the 
steering committee meeting in Geneva

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(4)—Afrecent financial crisis or the prevail-

“The recent inflow of gold from 
abroad, which began at the middle’ of 
June, resulted in an increase in the 
country’s stock of monetary gold, be- 
tween June 15 and August 31, of 
about $175,000.000,” the board said. 

“This increase brought the gold 
stock to $4,086,000,000.

IN SPINNING INDUSTRY 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(#)— 


Increased consumption of textiles 
since mid-summer was met by greater 
activity of cotton mills last month as 
compared with July. 

Based on activity of 8.96 hours per 
day, the average number of spindles 
operated during August was reported 
today by the census bureau as 22,896,- 
024 or 72.4 per cent of capacity on a 
single shift basis. 

This compared with 51.5 per cent 
for July and 57.6 for June, the two 
lowest months since July, 1924, when 
the percentage was 60.3. The August 
ratio showed a drop, however, from 
the 81.6 percentage of the correspond- 
ing month last year. 

The increased activity of spindles 
was almost identical with the in- 
creased consumption of cotton during 
August. 

The department’s report showed 
31,643,898 spinning spindles were in 
piace at the end of August, of which 
22,022,490 were operated at some time 
during the month, compared with 19,- 
758,252 in July and 25,630,136 in 
August, 1931. The aggregate number 
of active spindle hours reported for 
the month was 5,539,006,107. 

During August the normal time of 
operation was 27 days as compared 
with 25 days for July, the average 
hours per spindle in place being 175. 

The cotton growing states reported 


spinning spindles in place in Georgia 
on August 81. There were 2,752,532 
spindles active during August and the 
active spinning hours numbered 755,-

The water 
supply system should collect ‘$26,350 
and special taxes should amount to 
11,000, making a total revenue of 
101,350. The budget arranged on 
the same plan calls for an expense of 
$98.121, giving a leeway there for a 
profit of some $3, _ As a matter 
of fact the profit is expected to be 
larger than that from past experi- 
ence, for the city has actually. made 
money since the Simmons administra- 
tion began. 

With the city in such good shape 
and business in general so bad, the 
mayor and council felt they could af- 
ford to be lenient and helpful in the 
collection of taxes, so they arranged 
for taxes to be paid on the install- 
ment plan and have hired an extra 
man whose sole duty is to receive and 
account for these taxes as they are 
paid, little at the time. ‘They have 
also been generous with time and 
have stopped advertising defaulters’ 
property for sale.

Although the rate association met 
to join in the fight of the Georgia 
publie service commission against the 
service charge by utility corporations, 
it was thwarted in any action in this 
respect by a point raised by H. B. 
Crawford, city manager of Columbus. 
Crawford told the executive commit- 
tee, of which he is a member, “I am 
a hired man. I never knew this mat- 
ter was to be gone into. The Colum- 
bus commission has taken no definite 
action in the matter and I would not 
commit myself to any program which 
that commission had not indorsed.” 
He added ‘the matter should be inves- 
tigated, but “not hurriedly.”
